During the interview, Applicant's attorney explained that the use of the term "corrugated 
configuration" in claim 31 is meant to infer that both the protrusions of each side frame member 
and the walls of each cross member end portion have "a plurality of segments extending 
longitudinally thereof that are oriented in a jagged relation to each other". Further, in certain 
embodiments of Applicant's invention, the protrusions and cross member end portion walls each 
have four segments, with the segments oriented so that the protrusions and walls are shaped in 
the form of a "w". In turn, if claim 31 were amended to include such above-mentioned "w" 
shaped language with respect to the protrusions and the cross member end portion walls, it would 
appear to make claim 31 allowable in light of the cited art. Examiner Blankenship agreed with 
Applicant's attorney.
